WASHINGTON, Jan. 12—A 
bill to carry out President Eisen- 
hower’s 14-point recommenda- 
tion for amendment of the Taft- 
Hartley Act was introduced yes- 
terday by Senator H. Alexander 
Smith, chairman of the Senate 
Labor Committee. 

As introduced by Smith, the 
section dealing with Govern- 
ment-supervised strike votes 
calls for these elections to be 
held after, not before, a strike 
begins. 

The Eisenhower message was 
not specific on this point, but 
was understood by most people, 
apparently including his own 


Secretary of Labor, James P. 
Mitchell, to mean elections be- 


fore a strike could be called. | 
The word used in the message | 
which could mean | 


was “when,” 
before or after. 
Mohawk Valley Formula. 

The distinction is important. 
Government-supervised elections 
either before or after a strike 
call are unacceptable to union 
leaders, but a requirement for a 
vote after a strike has begun 
seems to them to be writing into 
the law a key provision of the 
old Mohawk Valley strike-break- 
ing formula of the 1930s—the 


organized “back to work’ cam-_ 


paign. 

The Mohawk Valley formula, 
devised by employers in New 
York state, was a technique for 
whipping up public opinion 
against strikers. It included get- 
ting supposedly neutral public- 
spirited citizens to organize back- 
to-work meetings and appealing 
to strikers, through their fami- 
lies, to get back on the payroll. 

The Smith-Connally act, now 
repealed, regulated labor during 
World War Il. As originally en- 
acted, it required a Government- 
supervised strike vote before a 
walkout, and after 30 days’ no- 
tice. 

That provision remained in 
the law about two years. The 
elections were costly, and almost 
uniformly were won by unions 
with overwhelming majorities. 
Finally Congress found the ex- 
periment too costly and, by a 
rider to an appropriations act, 
forbade the War Labor Board to 
hold any more elections. 

Again, when the Taft-Hartley 
act was written, in 1947, it con- 
tained a provision that unions, 
before they could negotiate for 
a union shop contract, must win 
an election in which any eligible 
workers who did not vote were 
to be counted against the union 
shop, along with those who did 
vote. Even under this loaded 
provision, unions won the over- 
whelming number of such elec- 
tions by overwhelming majori- 
ties, and Congress again decided 
it was spending too much money 
to find out what it should. have 
known in the first place. 

Vote on Employer’s Offer. 

Another provision of the Taft- 
Hartley Act calls for a Govern- 
ment-supervised vote on the em- 
ployer’s last offer in national 
emergency strikes. The employer 
has yet to win one of these elec- 
tions. 

The origin of the latest vote 
proposal remains obscure. It is 
widely attributed to Secretary of 
Commerce Sinclair Weeks, who, 
Mitchell said yesterday, was 
consulted in drafting the pro- 
posals. Mitchell would not say, 
however, who gave Eisenhower 


the idea, It was apparent that 
he had not. 
“Tl know all the arguments 


against it” he protested at a 
press conference, “but this is a 
recommendation of the Presi- 
dent and I intend to support it.” 

Mitchell was also asked if 
this recommendation squared 
with his promise that there 
would be less, not more, Gov- 
ernment intervention in labor 
management relations. | 

“No, it does not,” he said

Timing of Vote. 

When Mitchell was asked 
about the timing. of the strike 
vote—before or after the strike 
—he said both had been dis- 
cussed in the conferences before 
the proposals were drafted, He 
appeared to be surprised when 
told that Smith had introduced 
a bill calling for a vote after a 
strike had begun. 

“If Senator Smith introduced 
it,” he said, “it is an Adminis-

MAN |S FOUND 
SHOT TO DEATH AT 
ROOMING HOUSE 


Body Discovered on 
Front Porch—Other 


Occupants 


Hear 
Sounds of Dispute. 


| Oscar Butler, a factory work- 
(er, was found 
early today at his rooming 
_house, 4202 McPherson avenue. 
Butler, 57 years old, was 
found lying face down on the 
front porch after other occu- 
pants of the rooming house 
heard sounds of a dispute, fol- 
lowed by three pistol shots, 
| shortly before 1 a.m. 
| Examination at the 


morgue 
revealed that Butler had been 
shot twice in the chest, Coroner 
Patrick E. Taylor announced. 
There also were superficial cuts 
of the face, suffered apparently 
when Butler’s glasses were 
broken in falling. 

Police are seeking the owner 
of a hat bearing the initials 
“L.T.” found beside the body. 
Butler’s hat, with his initials in 
the sweat band, also was on the 
porch. 

William Humphrey, a roomer, 
told police he was reading in his 
second floor room when he heard 
loud voices downstairs. The 
voices appeared to be those of 
persons engaged in a dispute in- 
side the front vestibule, Hum- 
phrey said. The argument was 
interrupted by three shots, fol- 
lowed by silence, police were 
told. 

The body was fully clothed, 
including a topcoat. There was 
no money in Butler’s wallet, but 
no indication of robbery, officers 
reported. A key to a room at 
the Siesta Hotel, 2840 Olive 
street, was in his pocket. 

Butler, a polisher employed 
by the Knapp-Monarch Co., 3501 
Bent avenue for 20 years, occu. 
pied a second floor room at the 
McPherson avenue address. Oth- 
er roomers said he occasionally 
visited taverns in the neighbor- 
hood, and usually returned home 
in a taxicab from ‘such excur- 
sions. . 

Police planned to question 
employes of the tavern in an 
effort.to learn if Butler visited 
any of the establishments last 
night in the company of other 
persons. 

Following the shooting an un- 
identified caller asked a tele- 
phone operator to summon po- 
lice. Butler was pronounced 
dead at City Hospital. Two .22- 
caliber bullets were removed in 
an autopsy performed at the 
morgue. oe

Chairman Millikin | 
of Colorado declined to discuss 
the farm debate in detail except 
to say that some G.O.P. Senators 
“did not feel happy about the 
general farm situation.” 

However, it was learned that 
Senators Young of North Da- 
kota, McCarthy of Wisconsin, 
Thye of Minnesota and Jenner 
of Indiana told their colleagues 
of serious doubts about the flex- 
ible price support plan offered 
by Eisenhower in his farm mes- 
sage yesterday. 

Young On Political Facts. 

Young is reported to have told 
the conference that the party 
must face what he called the 
facts of political life—that the 
farmers generally, the big farm 
organizations and a majority in 
Congress wanted continuation of 
high-level mandatory supports. 

He said that even if a flexible 
price support bill was brought 
to the floor, amendments would 
be offered to continue the pres- 
ent 90 per cent of parity floor 
on basic crops. 

“And who is going to vote 
against it?” he is understood to 
have demanded.

plan in the President’s message 
as a “tremendous blunder.” 

However, one Senator, Wat- 
kins of Utah, who comes from 
Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
son’s home state, was said to 
have defended the Administra- 
tion program. 

Only Legislation Discussed. 

Millikin said the farm issue 
was the only legislative matter 
discussed at the meeting. The 
main business was to approve 
Republican Senators’ committee 
assignments. 

Millikin said there was a gen- 
eral feeling that the farm issue 
would be of high importance in 
the November 1954 congressional 
elections. 

Earlier Senator Knowland 
(Rep.), California, the Majority 
Leader, had predicted that con- 
gress members would compro- 
mise their differences and enact 
a farm program containing most 
of the major Eisenhower rec- 
ommendations. 

In the face of Democratic 
threats to attempt to rewrite 
the administration’s proposals, 
Knowland told reporters he be- 
lieves Eisenhower's plan to com- 
bine flexible price supports with 
the freezing of crop surpluses 
will win eventual approval. 

However, Democrats needed 
only a few Republican votes— 
and some of them seemed avail- 
able—to continue the rigid, high- 
level price props for major field 
crops which Eisenhower pro- 
posed be abandoned; 

Main Point at Issue. 

The forthcoming farm battle 
apparently will revolve largely 
around this point, since Eisen- 
hower’s other principal recom- 
mendation—the “insulation” of 
existing crop surpluses from the 
regular markets—gained rather 
widespread backing. 

Mindful of November's elec- 
tions to determine control of 
Congress, some Democrats made 
it clear they believe they have 
an issue on which they can blast 
the Republicans in the nation’s 
farm areas. ; 

Senator Humphrey (Dem.), 
Minnesota, who is up for re- 
election, said in a _ statement 
Eisenhower had “broken faith” 
with the farmers by a program 
likely to prove little more than 
“an expensive dud.”

A .6-month-old boy used by 
Eastern Illinois State College to 
give women students “practical 
experience” in home-making is

The boy was placed at the col- 
lege by. his mother, who cannot 
now care for him. On the 
Charleston (Ill.) campus, he has 
four substitute “mothers” at a 
time, or a total of 12 students in 
the academic year. 

. This, Illinois welfare officials 
contend, is too much mother 
love. They argue that the baby 
should have only one mother 
(real or substitute); otherwise, 
he may -b ome psychological 

confused. r 

Despite state disapproval, the 
college intends to. keep the haby 
the rest of the school year. Miss 
Ruth Schmalhausen, director. of 
one of the College’s two home 
management units, said she is 


looking for a second child to 
augment the program, as well 
as replacements for next year. 
Child psychologists have in- 
formed her, she said, that no 
one has proved that a multiplici- 
ty of mothers has a bad effect. 
She added that students have 
taken a greater interest in class 
work, with a real baby to dandle 
and burp. .

NEW 3-D CHARTS 
TELL CONGRESS OF 
WEATHER AT HOME

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (AP) 
—The Government has installed 
new 3-D maps to tell a member 
of Congress everything about the 
weather except how political 
winds are blowing in his home 
town. 

Rain, snow or shine, two 
Weather Bureau experts show up 
at 9 a.m. every day to fill big 
glass panels, just off the floor of 
the House and Senate, with red, 
yellow, white and green symbolis 
which portray the weather from 
Mexico to Canada. 

It takes them three hours, but 
when they are through a mem- 
ber of Congress can tell the tem- 
perature in his home town— 
plus wind direction, precipita- 
tion, atmospheric pressure and 
so on. 

As for the three-dimensional 
effect, that was obtained by lay- 
ing out three layers of glass, 
each with its own symbols. 
Winthrop called it “lamination” 
on a “delicately grained glass 
surface.” 

That makes it easier for a 
member of Congress to distin- 
guish an occluded front from a 
high-pressure area. 


RAPHAEL PAINTING 
PUT UP FOR PUBLIC 
AUCTION IN ITALY 


ROME, Jan. 12 (AP)—A mas- 
terpiece credited to the great 
Italian Sixteenth Century painter 
Raphael will be put up for auc- 
tion here Saturday by court 
order. 

It is the first time in recent 
years that an  Italian-owned 
painting attributed to an artist 
of Raphael’s rank has come up 
for public sale. Any foreign 
purchaser will need a special 
permit to take it out of Italy. 

The painting is privately 
owned, but has been on display 
for many years in Rome’s Villa 
Borghese. The ‘auction was or- 
dered to settle a bankruptcy 
judgment. 

The painting, on wood, meas- 
ures only 8 by 10% inches. In 
colors still bright, it depicts 
Moses on Mount Sinai receiv- 
ing the Ten Commandments.

NCARTHY PICKED 
FOR COMMITEE 
ON SENATE RULES 


Group Passes on Funds 
for Investigations — 
Other G.O.P. Sen- 
ators Get Posts. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (AP) 
—Senate Republicans voted to- 
day to put Senator McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, on the Rules 
Committee—a new assignment 
which will increase his power in 
the Senate. 

The Rules Committee, among 
other things, passes on allot- 
ments of funds for Senate inves- 
tigations; Some Senate Demo- 
crats have said they would try to 
cut funds for McCarthy’s Inves- 
tigating subcommittee in the 
1954 session. 

As a Rules Committee mem- 
ber, McCarthy will be in on any 
debates—and votes—there as to 
what funds should be allowed 
for his investigations. 

The Rules Committee post is 
an additional assignment for Mc- 
Carthy. He continues on the 
Appropriations and Government 
Operations Committees. He is 
chairman of the operations com- 
mittee as well as of its investi- 
gations subcommittee. © 

ther Assignments. 


The McCarthy assignment was 
the only surprise in the list of 
new committee posts announced 
after a conference of all G.O.P. 
Senators. © 

The assignments still must be 
approved by the full Senate, but 
that is a formality. 

Other major openings on the 
Republican side went to these 
Senators: Foreign Relations— 
Aiken (Vermont) and Capehart 
(Indiana); Interstate Commerce 
—Duff (Pennsylvania), Payne 
(Maine) and Purtell (Connecti- 
cut); Labor—Cooper (Kentucky) 
and Upton (New Hampshire). 

McCarthy was enabled ‘to get 
a third assignment by an ar- 
rangement worked out yesterday 
by the Republican and Demo- 
cratic Senate leaders to permit 
the G.O.P. to control all key 
committees in this session even 
though the Republicans actually 
are a minority in the Senate. 

Under this scheme, 18 Repub- 
lican Senators are allowed to 
serve on three committees in the 
1954 session. In the 1953 ses- 
sion, only 14 had this privilege. 
Other Senators are limited to 
two committees. 

Besides McCarthy, the Sen- 
ators who will have a third com- 
mittee post this year as a result 
of the new arrangement are Up- 
ton, Duff and Payne. 

Democrats Go Along. 

The new plan was worked out 
by Senator Knowland of Califor- 
nia, the Republican leader, and 
Senator Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas, the Democratic leader, to 
permit the G.O.P. to control 
committees, although the Senate 
has only 47 Republicans to 48 
Democrats. 

Knowland said the plan would 
be brought up in the Senate dur- 
ing the afternoon. 

Senator Morse (Ind.), Oregon, 
plans to fight it because it will 
not better his own assignments. 

He said he would offer an 
amendment to the formula to 
restore him to the Armed Serv- 
ices and Labor Committees, from 
which he was bumped after bolt- 
ing the Republican party in the

MERCURY PLUNGES 
TO 46 DEGREES, 
NEW WINTER LOW 


‘A temperature reading of 4.6 
degrees at 8:30 ‘o'clock this 
morning was the lowest for St. 
Louis this winter, the Weather 
Bureau reported. Gradually 
warmer “weather is expected, 
however, for the next few days. 

Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren said the mercury probably 
would be about freezing to- 
morrow and Thursday after- 
noons. He forecast some snow 
for late tomorrow or Thursday, 
with rain on Friday. 

+ ‘Today’s cold snap is “compara- 


| tively mild,” Wahlgren insisted, 


pointing out that the record low 
for Jan. 12, set in 1918, is 17 
below zero. Previous low for the 
winter was 5.1 degrees on Dec. 23.

Such safeguards, a committee 
spokesman said, would compel 
private plans seeking Govern- 
ment re-insurance to live up to 
all obligations in their contracts 
with customers, more or less in 
the same manner that the FDIC 
guarantees bank deposits. 

The last five years, Dr. Mag- 
nuson said, “have witnessed a 
few significant experiments in 
underwriting the expenses of 
catastrophic illness, with par- 
ticular emphasis on poliomyeli- 
tis. I think the next decade will 
witness a tremendous growth of 
this kind of insurance because 
of insistent public demand for 
wider coverage,” 

Firms Lack Data. 

Many private medical insur- 
anee plans and firms “see the 
vital need for catastrophic ill- 
ness insurance, but they are 
afraid to write a lot of it be- 
cause they haven't enough actu- 
arial data to set premiums 
which will keep them in the 
black,” he added. 

“A Government’ guarantee 
will give them the needed shot 
in the arm to experiment and 
develop sound premiums an 
policies.” | 

Dr. Magnuson defined catas- 
trophic illnesses as those which, 
because of their duration, can 
wreck family economy in the 
lower brackets. 

Many private health insurance 
plans, he said. have neglected 
coverage of these serious ill- 
nesses and instead “have con- 
centrated far too much on cov- 
ering minor illnesses” and 
“processing small claims for $5 
and 10 medical bills.” 

Federal re-insurance, he said, 
would enable private concerns 
to cover serious illness and at 
the same time protect the pri- 
vate firm from “financial disas- 
ter” resulting from heavy 
claims. 

Previous proposals for federal 
health re-insurance would have 
authorized the government to 
back commercial coverage only 
to a point which would compel 
private firms to fulfill all obli- 
gations to customers.

BLOOD EXTRACT 
FROM U.S. SAVES 
AUSTRIAN BOY 


INNSBRUCK, Austria. Jan. 12 
(UP) —- Eight-year-old Gottfried 
Eder, whose life was saved by 
a blood extract flown from the 
United States, was reported in 
“excellent condition” today. 


Dr. Peter Dietrich of the Inns- 
bruck Children’s Clinic said the 
youngster “had his first normal 
night” since he started bleeding 
uncontrollably Jan. 2. 


A victim of hemophilig, a rare 
blood condition which causes 
hemorrhages from even a slight 
cut, the boy was saved by a sin- 
gle injection of anti-hemophilic 
globulin.

CHICAGO, Jan. 12 (AP)—A 
New York physician said today 
that unless new discoveries are 
made, medical scientists have 
about reached the limit in in- 
creasing American life expect- 
ancy. 

Dr. Perrin H. Long, professor 
of medicine at State University 
of New York, said life expect- 
ancy at birth has risen from 46.6 
years in 1911 to 68.4 years in 
1951. The increase, he said, has 
been largely due to control of 
such infectious killers as pneu- 
monia, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
and the like.

Pella resigned last week after 
a split with other Christian 
Democrat leaders who felt the 
Premier's policies were too far 
to the right. 

Fanfani now must try to put 
together a cabinet that will 
heal the left-right rift in his 
own party and still have prom- 
ise of some other center party 
support. The Christian Demo- 
crats hold only 262 of the 590 
seats in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, 34 short of a majority. 

Fanfani, leaving Einaudi, said 
he would start his cabinet 
building conferences with other 
leaders immediately.

PASTOR VIEWS 
COUNTY BONDS AS 
WAY TD ADVANCE 
IN NEXT 20 YEARS 


The Rev. Mr. Hohens- 
child Says Issue Is 
Chance ‘to Express 
Constructive Action 


for United Good.’ 


Approval of the proposed 
$44,732,500 St. Louis county 
bond issue will mean a program 
of progress for the county for 
the next 20 years, the Rev. W. 
W. S. H.henschild, pastor of the 


Episcopal Church of the Holy 
Communion, 7401 Delmar boule- 
vard, University City, said yes- 
terday. 

The bond proposal, for roads, 
public buildings, health and wel- 
fare, sanitation, parks and vot- 
ing machines, will be submitted 
to voters at a special election 
Feb. 9. 

The Rev. Mr. Hohenschild, a 
member of the Citizens Bond 
Issue Committee and also of the 
“watchdog” committee which will 
supervise expenditures if the 
bonds are approved, said county 
residents “have been thinking 
and acting too long as individual, 
isolated communities, and that it 
is long past time for unified co- 
operation on problems affecting 
the welfare of the whole county. 

‘Constructive Action.’ 

“To vote for the bond issue is 
our opportunity to express con- 
structive action for the united 
good of the county. It will as- 
sist immens«. in making St. 
Louis county a better place in 
which to live. 

“Whenever men think and act 
corporately you have strength.” 

More than 50 county organiza- 
tions—political, religious, profes- 
sional and women’s—are on rec- 
ord in favor of the bonds. More 
recent indorsements were by the 
Clayton Rotary Club and the 
Glendale Board of Aldermen. 

Six propositions will be sub- 
mitted, as follows: Expressways 
and highways, $32,124,000; health 
and welfare, $3,458,500; govern- 
mental buildings, $3,000,000; vot- 
ing machines, $650,000; land for 
sanitation refuse disposal $1,000,- 
000, and land for parks and park 
improvements, $4,500,000. 

ester A. Love, chairman of 
the bond issue committee's 
speakers’ bureau, said _ at 
méeting last night that failure 
of the bonds would mean a loss 
in federal and state funds and 
a decrease in property values 
far greater than the cost of 
the bonds. 

Addressing the county Junior 
Chamber of Commerce, he said 
the bonds would cost the aver- 
age home-owner $4.52 a year in 
additional taxes. More than $45,- 
000,000 in federal and state 
funds will be available for roads 
if the bonds carry, he said.

SEWER DSTRIT 
PLAN BACKED BY 
SOUTHSIDE GROUP 


Inadequate Facilities in 
River des Peres Vicin- 


ity Cited as Argu- 


ment. 


Inadequate sewage facilities in 
the vicinity of the River des 
Peres in South St. Louis illus- 
trate the need for a metropoli- 
tan sewer district, it was pointed 
out in a resolution made public 
yesterday by the executive com- 
mittee of the Greater St. Louis 
Hills Home Owners’ Association. 
Calling on voters of both St. 
Louis and St. Louis county to 
vote “yes” for the Metropolitan 
Sewer District proposal in the 
special elections Feb. 9, the reso- 
lution declared the River des 
Peres situation had resulted in 
“a direct damage and health 
nuisance.” 

The resolution, signed by Peter 
S. Miravalle, president, stressed 
the need for an area authority to 
handle sewage problems on a 
watershed basis rather than the 
present piecemeal approach by 
some 35 different municipal and 
other agencies. A metropolitan 
sewer district is needed, it said, 
“exclusively to handle the prob- 
lem for t : mutual benefit of all 
who reside in the area.” 

1500 Families Affected. 

Since its formation in 1950, 
the association has devoted its 
principal efforts to seeking a 
solution of the sewer problem in 
that area, Miravalle said. It was 
a proponent of the city-county 
board of freeholders that drafted 
the Metropolitan Sewer Plan, he 
said. 

It was pointed out by John C. 
Casey, former pnesident of the 
association and a member of the 
board of freeholders, that more 
than 1500 families in one of the 
most recently developed of the 
city’s residential districtsy are af- 
fected by the lack of adequate 
sewage facilities along the River 
des Peres. 

Two basic conditions con- 
tribute to that problem. One 
is the backing up of stagnant 
water in the River des Peres 
channel during periods of high 
water in the Mississippi river 
which leaves accumulated float- 
ing sewage clinging to the walls 
of the channel when the water 
recedes, Casey Said. 

The other is the consequence 
of heavy rain when floodwater 
from the county watershed 
causes sudden flooding of the 
covered sewer under the river 
channel with the result that 
sewage is mixed with storm wa- 
ter. When the flood subsides, 
the sewage remains, Casey 
pointed out. 

Menace to Health. 

Both conditions result in 
long-continuing offensive odors 
over a wide area and a serious 
health menace, particularly dur- 
ing the mosquito breeding sea- 
son, he said. 

Asking the support of im- 
provement groups and property 
owners’ associations in all parts 
of city and county, Casey said: 
“The job is too big to be done 
right on a partial basis within 
limited political division lines. 
It’s a job for all of us to tackle 
together by means of a single, 
over-all agency to solve a single, 
over-all problem.” 

Groups that already have in- 
dorsed the plan include the St. 
Louis County Council, the city 
councils of Glendale, Kirkwood, 
University City and Webster

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Edward G. Maag of East St. 
Louis has been assigned to di- 
rect an intensified investigation 
of alleged labor racketeering in 
the Eastern District of Illinois, 
it was announced today. 

He will co-ordinate material 
assembled by Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agents and ob- 
tained from other sources, 
United States Attorney Clifford 
Raemer said, and will prepare 
cases for presentation to a grand 
jury. 

All special agents working 
out of the Springfield (I11.) of- 
fice of the FBI have been made 
available for the inquiry, Rae- 
mer said. He indicated the 
agents already have compiled a 
considerable amount of material. 

Raemer said he had author- 
ized the full-scale investigation 
under new Department of Jus- 
tice rules granting United 
States Attorneys this power. 

Declaring that security meas- 
ures will be taken to protect 
witnesses, Raemer issued an in- 
vitation to all contractors with 
complaints about labor racket- 
eering to come to the United 
States Attorney's office for re- 
lief. 

None of the cases being pré- 
pared by Maag will be ready 
for a grand jury which convenes 
at East St. Louis next Monday, 
however. The jury will hear 
only routine cases. 

Maag, 28 years old was ap- 
pointed assistant United States 
Attorney last Dec. 1. He is a 
graduate of Washington Univer-, 
sity Law School and was asso- 
ciated with a firm headed by 
Harold G. Baker, former United 
States attorney in East St. Louis, 
before accepting the federal of- 
fice.

Witnesses testified in Phelps 
County Circuit Court, where the 
case was tried on a change of 


venue, that Burgess threatened 
to double the company assess- 
ment if the $3500 was not paid. 
Requests by Burgess for 1952 
campaign fund contributions 
a been turned down, it was 
said. 


Burgess later increased the 
company assessment from §2,- 
401,300 to $5,000,000, witnesses 
testified. Hhe was defeated for 
the Democratic nomination for 
re-election in the 1952 primary 
election, 


Commissioner Henry J. West- 
hues, who wrote the opinion, 
overruled defense contentions 
that quo warranto proceedings 
could not be invoked to oust 
Burgess, that the court did not 
have jurisdiction, that he was 


entitled to a jury trial, and that 
conviction of a criminal offense 
was necessary before ouster 
proceedings could be filed 
against a county officer.

Belief Prices Afford True

It Argues Growers Can Make as Much or 
More Under Flexible Support System It 
Proposes as Under Rigid Setup—Cites 


Greater Volume.

HE Eisenhower Administration, in advocating a farm program 
built on flexible price supports, seeks to dispel a common 
belief that prices afford an accurate measure of agricultural 


Flexible price guerkitecs—which would move up and down 
with changes in supply of major crops—have been on lawbooks 
since 1948 but Congress has never allowed them to operate. 


Under this plang, price sup- 
ports would be high in times of 


shortages to encourage produc-/|h 


tion ‘and low in times of sur- 
pluses to encourage consump- 
tion and discourage overproduc- 
tion. Critics contend support 
prices would be low when farm- 
ers need financial help most— 
in times of surplus and low mar- 
ket prices. 

In the past, rather than put 
the flexible props into effect, 
Congress always extended the 
war-born system requiring price 
supports at rigid high levels. 

House Balks Plan. 

Both major parties joined in 
1948 in writing flexible supports 
in the Senate. But the House 
balked and rigid supports were 
retained for 1949. In that year, 
the then Secretary of Agriculture, 
Charles F. Brannan, came for- 
ward with a new program prom- 
ising high level price guarantees 
and a broad system of Govern- 
ment subsidies to give farmers 
big income. 

From that time, members of 
neither party in Congress have 
considered it politically advis- 
able to change the rigid high 
level price guarantees. 

Even now, farm belt Congress- 
men are faced with the fact that 
some political figures are urging 
even higher price supports. That 
makes many Republican Con- 
gressmen hesitate to back the 
Eisenhower program lest their 
opponents convince farmers they 
are seeking to lower farm in- 
come. 

In urging that flexible sup- 
ports be allowed to go into ef- 
fect, the Administration is ready 


to argue that lower prices can, 


in certain instances, net produc- 
ers a larger return than would 
higher prices. 
Limiting the Market. 

High supports, says the Admin- 
istration, limit markets. That is, 
they say, it is possible to sell 
many more bushels of wheat at 
$1.75 a bushel than at $2.20. It 
is quite possible, they argue, for 
an increased volume of sales at 
lower prices to put a larger total 
number of dollars into farm 
pockets than would smaller sales 
at higher prices. 

The Administration says farm- 
ers have not had a true test of 


the restrictive effect of high sup- 


ports on total sales because Gov- 
ernment programs have permit- 
ted farmers to produce much 
more wheat, cotton, corn and 
other crops than buyers would 
take at the high support prices. 

This extra production has 
moved “into Government hands 
—to the total tune of five bil- 
lion dollars—under high sup- 
ports. 

The Administration says that 
if farm production were restrict- 
ed to the volume that markets 
would take at high ‘supports, 
farmers would have such a 
small volume for sale that in- 


comes would be reduced sharply 
Sigh though unit prices were

In the case of wheat, for in- 
stance, Administration officials 
sav mer'rets would take at pres- 
ent high supports possibly no 
i @ .an could be grown on 
50,000,000 acres a year, about 
27,000,000 acres less than farm- 
ers have been planting. ‘ 
Problem of Surpluses. 

The Administration says farm- 
ers and high support advocates 
apparently do not realize that it 
would not be possible to plant 
these extra acres to other crops 
without creating surpluses of 
them. 

Eisenhower leaders disagree 
with high support advocates that 
flexible props would soon bring 
a sharp reduction’in price guar- 
antees. It is true, they say, that 
big crops would tend to reduce 
price supports under the flex- 
ible system. But they add that 
lower supports would in them- 
selves act as voluntary controls 
or brake on production. 

Marginal or less efficient pro- 
ducers who would stay on the 
farm under high supports would 
tend to drop out, they say, 
when price guarantees were re- 
duced. Consequently, this argu- 
ment goes, a tendency to over- 
produce would be corrected, in 
part at least, by a reduction in 
price supports. 

Furthermore, they say, lower 
supports would lower market 
prices and so enlarge markets 
—a fact which also would tend 
to help prevent over-production. 

Backers of high supports say 
that it is possible to prevent 
over-production under their 
plan, by use of government con- 
trols. But supporters of flexible 
price guarantees say farmers 
would not be satisfied with the 
reduced volume of production 
which they term regimentation. 

Controls Approved. 

Farmers this year approved 
controls on wheat, cotton, tobac- 
co and peanuts. 

Efforts were started in the 
1930s, when Henry A. Wallace 
was Secretary of Agriculture, to 
get farmers and Congressmen to 
use parity income rather than 


parity prices as a standard for b> Say © 
measuring agricultural prosper- [7 

ity. But they have not succeeded. f°: 
Parity is a standard used for }: 
measuring farm prices, declared ¥ 


by law to be fair to farmers in 
relation to prices they pay. 


Advocates of flexible supports : 


say it is possible for farmers to 
get parity prices but at the same 
time get a sub-parity or inade- 
quate incom: because of a small 
volume sold. 

The big job of the Eisenhower 
Administration, if it is to put 
over flexible supports, is to sell 
farmers—and Congressmen—on 
the idea that the volume of a 
crop sold is just as important in 
determining farm income as is 
the unit price,

TOKYO, Jan. 12.

965 unaccounted-for Americans 
believed to be still in Commu- 
nist hands. 

These men—the Army cannot 
be sure there are 965 of them— 
have no known connection with 
the 21 Americans who have re- 
fused to come home because 
they like Communism. 

They are men who, in the 
Army’s words, are believed or 
at one time were believed to be 
in Communist custody, but for 
whom the Communists have 
never accounted. 

The United Nations command 
first demanded an accounting 
for these men last Sept. 9 and 
has repeated its demand since 
with no satisfactory results. 

Communist Reponse. 

Altogether the United Nations 
asked the Reds to account for 
3427 men. This figure included 
2410 ROK soldiers, 21 British, 
nine Australians, four Canadi- 
ans, eight South Africans, one 
Greek, two Turks, two Colom- 
bians and three Belgians. 

The Communists attempted to 
account for 899. They said 11 
of them, mostly Koreans, had 
been repatriated. The U.N. 
checked its records and found 
this to be correct. The Commu- 
nists said 508 more ROKs had 
also been repatriated. However, 
because of indaquate ROK army 


records the U.N. was unable to | 


verify this. 


Communists said, were dead, 
escaped or released at the front. 
The same thing happened to 
268 ROKs, the Communists said. 


Clues to Americans. 


The names of the unaccount- 
ed-for Americans were compiled 
from a variety of sources— 
Peiping propaganda broadcasts, 
Communist newspapers, intelli- 
gence sources, letters from the 
prisoners themselves and re- 
ports from returned prisoners. 

The list included 617 Army 
men, 326 Air Force men, 18 
Marines and four Navy men. It

The little-publicized European plan, first suggested three 
years ago, was sponsored by the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization. A key feature of the Eisen- 
hower proposal was that the atomic pool be administered by the

Dr. Gerald Wendt, a UNESCO 
official in New York, has said 
ratification by seven of the 12 
countries, the number needed 
for final approval, is “assured 
during the next few months.” 


First major project of the 
organization will be a $28,000,- 
000 nuclear research laboratory 
to be constructed near Geneva, 
Dr. Wendt said. It is estimated 
that the project will take seven 
years to complete. 


In Paris, UNESCO officials 
said the laboratory will house 
“the world’s most powerful in- 
struments to explore matter and 
energy,” including a proton- 
synchrotron producing particles 
containing as much energy as 
the cosmic rays which bombard 
the earth from outer space. 

The organization also will 
“actively foster” co-operation 
between nuclear research labo- 
ratories in member nations, the 
covenant provides. 

Suggested by Americans. 

Establishment of the 12-nation 
organization first was suggested 
by the American delegation to a 
general UNESCO conference in 
Florence, Italy, in 1950. The 
organization was proposed as a 
way to help European countries 
keep up with atomic research 
through co-operative work. 

In a statement, the American 
delegation said it was “acutely 
aware” that in some fields of 
nuclear research the United 
- held “almost a monop- 
oO y.” 

A UNESCO spokesman said 
the United Nations agency acted 
as a “catalyst” in bringing the 
12 nations together. The cove- 
nant provides that the organiza- 
tion continue to co-operate with 
UNESCO, with the U.N. group 
serving in an advisory capacity 
after ratification of the covenant.

Farm and Labor 

President Eisenhower's special messages on 
farm and labor legislation show his Administra- 
tion in a characteristic light. In both fields the 
President set out to chart a “middle-of-the-road” 
course. In both fields, owing to the nature of 
his Administration and to the views of the 
advisers on whom he depend’, he wound up far 
more on the conservative than on the “progres- 
sive’ and “dynamic” side, 

On farm policy the President, as foreshadowed 
in his State of the Union message, has gone 
down the line for Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson. This means that he favors flexible 
rather than fixed price supports. It means that 
he bases his farm policy upon the Agriculture 
Act of 1949, rather than upon the emergency 
postponement of its price support provisions, or 
upon new legislation. And it means that he faces 
trouble in Congress, from Republicans no less 
than from Democrats. 

Flexible as against rigid price supports do in- 
deed have strong theoretical considerations in 
their favor. Price supports at 90 per cent of 
parity do indeed help pile up surpluses while 
maintaining a price level which discourages con- 
sumption, But if the only remedy is to be a re- 
duction in the support level—however gradual— 
many farmers and their congressional represen- 
tatives are likely to conclude that the practical 
heart of the proposed farm policy is a further 
cut in farm income. 

The Administration may talk about the farm- 
er’s right to earn 100 per cent of parity “in the 
market place,” but the fact that must weigh 
more in many farmers’ minds is that a 90 per 
cent support plan, under which their income 
has fallen, would be replaced by a 75-to-90 per 
cent support plan, under which their income 
could be expected to fall some more. 


The question, in other words, is whether flex- 
ible price supports would satisfy one of the Ad- 
ministration’s own standards for a farm pro- 
gram—namely, that it “should assist agriculture 
to earn its proportionate share of the national 
income.” 

* * . 

Especially in a campaign year, members of 
Congress will be under pressure to answer “No” 
to that question, and to react by insisting upon 
rigid 90 per cent price supports. Basically, how- 
ever, the farm problem is much more than a 
problem of what level of price support to apply 
to particular crops. The fundamental question 
is what method of sustaining farm income is 
most desirable. 


The Eisenhower message may have opened 
up that question by proposing a new method of 
farm aid in the case of wool. Instead of support- 
ing wool prices with loans and purchases, the 
Government would pay wool growers the differ- 
ence between market prices and 90 per cent of 
parity. This plan, so we are told, will assure 
equitable returns to farmers, encourage produc- 
tive efficiency, move wool into consumption in- 
stead of storage. and “entail a minimum of cost 
to taxpayers and consumers.” 


If all these fine things can be said about a 
system of direct payments for wool, somebody 
is bound to ask why the same plan should not 
be applied to other products more basic to farm 
prosperity. Why price support at declining levels 
for major crops, but direct payments and free 


prices for wool? The answer to these questions’ 


may hold some valuable insights into the future 
of farm policy. 
o . . 

In the labor message, President Eisenhower 
has made a second appraach to the fulfillment 
of his campaign promise for revision of the 
Taft-Hartley law. In contrast with his backing 
for Secretary Benson, this approach is a conse- 
quence of his lack of backing for Martin Durkin, 
once his Secretary of Labor. Mr. Durkin re- 
signed because an earlier message on labor law 
revision, which he helped draft, never reached 
Capitol Hill. 


Since that earlier message aroused the suc- 
cessful protests of management as being too 
favorable to labor, it was inevitable that the 
new message would take a different tone. And 
so it does. While it contains constructive and 
desirable proposals, such as the protecfion of 
rights of economic strikers and empowering 
fact-finding boards to make recommendations 


in national emergency disputes, it also opens an 


old labor wound by proposing government-super- 
vised strike votes in all labor disputes. 

This amendment is evidently 
toughen, rather than relax, Taft-Hartley,. De- 
pending upon when the Government strike elec- 
tion were held, it would either impair bargain- 
ing in good faith or impair labor’s bargaining 
power. In neither case would it advance the 
cause of peaceful, responsible labor-management 
relations. 


Whatever the merits of this and other pro 
posals in the President's message, it seems cleat 
that what started out as a move to placate labor 
has become something else. Labor has not been 
placated and Taft-Hartley remains unchanged. In 
these circumstances it would be surprising if the 
Administration put much steam behind its labor 
law proposals. Without such pressure Congress 
may be expected to lean toward leaving Taft- 
Hartley pretty much as it is. 
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Persdnalities Above the Courts 


Although nominations for the three new seats 
on the Jackson county circuit court were sent to 
Gov. Donnelly early in October, he still has not 
acted on them—and the work of the court piles 
up. The three judgeships were created because 
the Jackson county docket is so overloaded that 
it takes about two years to bring a case to trial. 
The congestion is hardly eased by the Gover- 
nor’s delay. 

This is all the worse because the situation is 
so obviously political. Under Missouri’s nonpar- 
tisan court plan, the Jackson county judicial 
commission, headed by Judge Nick T. Cave of 
Kansas City, sent the Governor three lists of 
three nominees for each of the new seats on the 
bench. The lists were made up of Republicans 


. and of Democrats who did not support Donnelly 


in his last campaign. Perhaps more suitable 
nominations might have been made. But that is 
not the issue. 


While the point has never been argued in the 
courts, it must have been the intent of the fram- 
ers of the court plan that no Governor should 
have the power to reject all judicial nominees— 
or to achieve the same effect by inaction. A 
grant of such power would put the courts right 
back into the politics from which the court plan 
was to lift them. With such power, a patronage- 
minded Governor need only reject nominee 
after nominee until finally getting the names of 
those he was minded to reward. 


We have no desire to praise the Jackson coun- 
ty nominations, nor do we close our eyes to Gov. 
. lly’s chagrin. But the personalities here

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Buying County Highways 

The automobile made St. Louis county, but if 
the county is to continue to grow and boom, 
something will have to be done about the auto- 
mobile. Movement through the county is becom- 
ing less safe and less rapid every day. The sure 
promise of tomorrow is that conditions will be 
even worse. 7 

They will be worse, that is, unless a bold and 
constructive attack on traffic congestion is 


launched. That means planning. It also means 


money, That is why some 70 per cent of the pro- 
posed $44,732,500 county bond issue is ear- 
marked for highways. Passage of the bond issue 
will permit the construction aad improvement 
of more than 109 miles of county roads. 

Almost half of this new or improved highway 
can be purchased at a bargain price. Some $6,- 
600,000 of the bond funds would be used to 
buy up 50 miles of right-of-way on which the 
state, with federal aid, would make $45,000,000 
worth of improvements. These would include 
such important projects as the Mark Twain and 
Ozark expressways to permit rapid entry to St. 
Louis. 

If the county fails to put up its share of the 
right-of-way costs, the federal money available 
for construction will fly out the window. This 
would be tragic. Sooner or later the county will 
be forced to make these selfsame improvements, 
and federal funds might not be available then. 

Bond issue money spent on the other 59 miles 
would provide many local improvements neces- 
sary for motorists to reach the new expressways 
quickly and easily, provide a badly needed 
north-south highway east of Lindbergh, and 
otherwise reduce traffic congestion throughout 
the county. 

Whether these plans can be translated from 
paper to concrete depends upon whether the 
bond issue receives a two-thirds favorable ma- 
jority Feb. 9. 
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Pressure for a Bricker Deal 

Some Republican congressional leaders are 
bringing extreme pressure on the Eisenhower 
Administration to make a deal on the Bricker 
amendment. At the White House conferences 
on the subject, the Administration has been told 
that unless it makes such a deal, the floor fight 
on Bricker’s amendment will be so bitter as to 
endanger the Eisenhower program at this ses- 
sion. 

That the Eisenhower program stands in some 
danger we have no doubt. The danger comes 
from certain Republican congressional leaders 
who would be out of sympathy with a!most any 
forward-looking program presented to them. But 
we hope the President does not fall for the 
intimation that this danger would miraculously 
vanish if only he struck a bargain on the Bricker 
amendment. What happens to his program will 
not be decided by what happens to the Bricker 
amendment. 

A compromise with Senator Bricker which 
in any substantive way accepted the principle 
that the presidential treaty power should be 
curtailed would, on the other hand, forfeit for 
the Administration a great deal of the public 
respect it has earned by standing up against 
the Bricker proposal. So far the Administra- 
tion reportedly has refused to accept any of the 
three key points in the Bricker proposal. It has 
much to gain, and nothing to lose, by continuing 
that stand. 


Second Thoughts on Pakistan 

Not all problems are solved by weapons. Not 
all international relationships are encompassed 
in the relationship of nations to the Soviet Union. 

These are the lessons that are emerging from 
the dispute over military aid to Pakistan. Looked 
at solely in terms of American relations with 
Pakistan, and of the West's defense against Com- 
munist expansion, the policy may have had much 
to recommend it. But looked at in the context of 
Pakistan's relations with her neighbors, it takes 
on a very different aspect. India’s protests alone 
should be enough to impress on Washington the 
need for second thoughts. 

Senator Knowland demands that India’s pro- 
tests simply be ignored. He says India is “‘neu- 
tralist,” unwilling to “‘stand up and be counted,” 
and therefore should be overridden. This is a 
drastically oversimplified view of the problem. 
For if India is “not on our side,” the fact remains 
that under Nehru she is not on the Soviet side 
either, and it is deeply in the American interest 
to avoid driving her there. 

As pointed out by Chester Bowles, America's 
most successful ambassador to India, military 
aid to Pakistan would most likely have that ef- 
fect. It would weaken Nehru’s position in India 
and strengthen the Communists there. Further- 
more, by upsetting the military balance between 
Pakistan and Afghanistan, which is closer to the 
Soviet menace than: either Pakistan or India, it 
might make Afghanistan also more amenable to 
Soviet influence. So Mr. Bowles says: 

A policy which would encourage the 
growth of Communism in Afghanistan and 
India, which would undermine the position 
of a man who is basically on our side, and 
which would separate two nations on whose 
stability the stability of Asia depends, would 
be a very great mistake, and would lose us 
far more than we might gain. 


Washington reports now have it that any mili- 
tary aid for Pakistan may be held up until a re- 
gional defense alliance is formed—which could 
be a long time. Possibly this is a way of shelv: 
ing the proposition and that may be the best 
thing to do with it. 


The Reasonable Slap 


A District Attorney surely presented a poser 
to the teachers of Madison, Wis. His interpreta- 
tion of the statutes was that school teachers 
may slap school children “in a reasonable man- 
ner,” and in expectation of impunity provided 
they do it “with extreme caution.” 

Our own feeling is that slapping a sma!!, weak 
child would be inhumane, and slapping a large. 
strong child might be ill-advised. But given that 
slapping is to be done, has the learned counse!l- 
lor ever seen the reasonable, extremely careful 
slap of which ‘he speaks? 

There is the coy slap, known as a love-lick, 
which a flirtatious young woman can give to a 
ditto young man. There is the sharp slap of 
rebuke, now largely obsolete, or at best collo- 
quial, There is the challenging slap of glove 
against cheek in the code duello, also pretty 
much outmoded. But the reasonable slap, ad- 
ministered with extreme caution? The non-le- 
galistic mind finds it hard to visualize. Any 


‘time that District Attorney wants to demon- 


strate the most elusive of slaps, we will give it a 
reasonable looking-over, with extreme interest.

The dogged campaign led by Senator 
Bricker and the dominant elements of 
the American Bar Association to hobble 
the President's treaty-making powers 
will soon be fought out on the floor of 
the Senate. 


It seems incredible that this proposal, 
at once so revolutionary and so retro- 
gressive, should have received enough 
support to make it the major issue it 
has now become. 


Stripped of its legal complexities, it 
represents an effort to transfer from 
the President to the 
Congress a vital 
part of the conduct 
of foreign affairs 
and thus to disrupt 
the historic balance 
between Executive 
and Legislature that 
has served our 
country so well for 
the better part of 
two centuries. 

Every citizen who 
takes his Govern- 
ment seriously 
ought to familiar- 
ize himself with the 
Bricker amend- : 
ment, a brief document of half a dozen 
sentences in which the really dangerous 
provisions are condensed in less than 
Sixty words.

They would prevent any treaty from 
becoming effective as internal law un- 
less both houses of Congress passed ap- 
propriate legislation—this, of cuurse, 
after the Senate had already ratified 
the treaty in question. 


They would also in many important 
cases prevent the Federal Government 
from making any effective treaty at all 
unless each of the forty-eight states ap- 
proved its provisions. 


They would furthermore give Con- 
gress the “power to regulate all execu- 
tive and all other agreements with any 


foreign power or international organl- 
zation.” 

These three proposals wrapped up in 
one short constitutional amendment 
would make our treaty-making proced- 
ure unbearably cumbersome, would de- 
prive our nation of its sovereign power 
to make certain kinds of treaties and 
would destroy the essential function of 
the President to conduct foreign rela- 
tions decisively and expeditiously, 

The additional provision of the Brick- 
er amendment stating that any part of 
a treaty that conflicts with the Consti- 
tution shall be void is already part of 
our constitytional law and practice and 
is therefore unnecessary. 

President Eisenhower stated last July 
that he was “unalterably opposed to 
any amendment which would change our 
traditional treaty-making power or 
which would hamper the President in 
his constitutional authority to conduct 
foreign affairs." 

Secretary Dulles said in August that 


-adoption of the amendment would have 


“a calamitous effect upon the interna- 
tional position and prospects of the 
United States.” ; 

A committee of distinguished citizens, 
headed by such eminent authorities on 
constitutional law as Edward S. Corwin 
and John W. Davis, has been specially 
organized to fight this insensate pro- 
posal. Twenty-six deans and professors 
of law from universities all over the 
country have publicly denounced it. 

The Bricker amendment is thorough- 
ly bad, and there is no reason to com- 
promise with it. 

It is true that the Senate should re- 
quire at least a roll-call vote when a 
treaty is up for ratification; but this re- 
form could be effected by a simple 
change in Senate rules, What the Brick- 
er amendment does is to return to the 
Articles of Confederation and to ex- 
press the Senate’s profound mistrust in 
itself as well as in the Chief Executive. 


It is a counsel of fear and retreat 
when courage and boldness are needed. 


The N.A.M. and Taft-Hartley

We have no doubt that the National 
Association of Manufacturers believes 
sincerely in its newly announced pro- 
gram to “toughen up” the Taft-Hartley 
Act, and that some of its proposals, if 
they could be fairly drafted, would have 
merit. But in the context of current po- 
litical balances the N.A.M. probably has 
more hope of throwing its opponents 
off balance than of getting much of its 
program written into law. 


One of the labor editors of Business 
Week puts it this way: “A quiet cam- 
paign is under way to protect Taft-Hart- 
ley against alterations. Actually, it looks 
like a campaign to toughen the law.” 


“Protect” T-H against what, with a 
business-minded Administration in pow- 
er? Against not so much out-and-out 
union-inspired changes as against the 
intuitive drive of a middle-road admin- 
istration to broaden its base by narrow- 
ing the zones of controversy. At least 


one of N.A.M.’s big members doesn’t 
think this is worth trying with labor 
legislation. The General Electric Co. 
says, in effect: Labor is against the Re- 
publicans anyway. 

Taft-Hartiey, although on the whole 
a sound law, is by no means unimprov- 
able. One of its authors, Senator Taft, 
recognized that, as does another, Sena- 
tor Ives. Changes which would remove 
justifiable fears on the part of unions 
that the law could be used against them 
in a “distressed” labor market, changes 
which would strengthen free collective 
bargaining, not multiply bureaucratic 
interferences—those are changes that 
could well be made. 

And as for abolition of the union 
shop, which the N.A.M. is again calling 
for: That will come—as this newspaper 
believes it should—when labor is less 
afraid that hostile employers may use 
“the right to work” as a means of un- 
dermining the right to organize.

Between Book Ends 


He Helped Open the West 
Jeon SMITH AND THE OPENING OF THE 
WEST, by Dele L. Morgan. (Sobbs-Merrili Ce. 
48 pgs... 450.) 

Tom Fitzpatrick may have been the 
ablest mountain man and Kit Carson 
the most widely known, but certainly 
Jedediah Smith was the most unrest- 
ing and venturesome. 

In 1822, young Jed, 23 years of age, 
was one of the rawest of green hands 
recruited by Gen. Wm, H. Ashley and 
Andrew Henry for their fur trading 
venture to the upper Missouri and the 
Yellowstone. Nine years later he lay 
dead on the Sanfa Fe trail, the victim 
of a Comanche attack. 

In those intervening nine years, how- 
ever, Jed Smith had traveled and ex- 
plored more of the American West than 
any other man of his time. He made 
the effective discovery of South Pass; 
he was the first man to reach Califor- 
nia overland from the American fron- 
tier, the first to eross the Sierra Nevada, 
the first to travel the length and width 
of the Great Basin and the first to 
reach Oregon by a journey up the , 
California coast, From the Missouri 
river to the Pacific, from Mexico to 
Canada, the wild western country was 
printed like a living map on his mind. 
He was “the American oncoming, the 
long-delayed frontal challenge to the 
maintenance of the British position in 
Oregon.” 


Dale Morgan, in this most compre- 
hensive biography of Jedediah Smith 
yet written, has produced an important 
work on the fur trade and the explora- 
tion of the early West. If there is any 
fault, it is in Mr. Morgan's attempt to 
cover too much ground in his effort to 
tie together all the scattered events and 
personalities of the 1820s. This results 
in the narrative becoming somewhat 
rambling at times and difficult fo fol- 
low. Nevertheless, the work is consis- 
tent and accurate so far as history is 
concerned, 

A valuable appendix contains a num- 
ber of letters written by Jedediah 
Smith relating to his explorations.

Naughty and Nihilistic 
THE BLUE HUSSAR, by Roger Nimier. Translated 
from the French by Jacques Le Clerq. (Julian 

Messner, 243 pgs., $3.75.) 

The works of such older shockers as 
Balzac .and Pierre Louys read like 
Grimm's fairy tales by comparison with 
this book. Hydra-like in structure, the 
novel develops piecemeal through the 
narrative recollections of 10 characters, 
mostly Hussars. It is a harsh chronicle 
of life in the French army during the 
conquest and early occupation of Ger- 
many in World War II. 

The story unfolds with unusual swift- 
ness and, of war's many aspects, stresses 
lust and killing. The male protagonists, 
Sanders and Sainte-Anne, fight battles, 
talk philosophy and make love with dis- 
concerting cynicism and nonchalance. 
Taking both men's affections but not 
rating a separate chapter as a narrator 
is the beautiful, rich young Rita whose 
husband, a German officer, is conven- 


_jently held captive by the Russians. 


It is clear why Nimier has been highly 
acclaimed in Europe. He gives authority 
to his actions, his characters are deftly 
drawn and he commands all levels of 
language from coarse argot to fine 
poetry. One officer, De Forjac, speaks 
so loftily that he seems strangely 
ridiculous and out of place among the 
other Hussars, But in this novel Nimier 
fails to show the great comic ability 
sometimes attributed to him.

Blow at Co-operatives. 


How easily such loose lan- 
guage can be twisted—and has 
been—to reverse long-estab- | 
lished programs and policies | 
can be seen in any number of | 
cases. 

There is, for instance, the In- | 
terior Department’s abandon- | 
ment of support for projected | 
public development of Hell's | 
Canyon in the Snake river along 
the Idaho-Oregon boundary, and 
the preference thus indicated 
for piecemeal development by 
the “local” Idaho Power Co.

ADM. W. Hl. P. BLANDY, 
ATOMIC EXPERT, DIES 


His A-Bomb Tests Against 
Warships Forced Changes 
in the Navy. 


NEW YORK, Jan: 12 (AP)— 
Retired Adm. William H. P. 
Blandy, wrose atom-bomb test 
aaginst warships revamped the 
whole Navy, died today in $t. 
Albans Naval Hospital. He was 
63 years old. 

He suffered a stroke Sunday.

Adm. Blandy rose eventually 
to commander in chief of the At- 
lantic fleet, but it was at a tiny 
atoll in the Pacific that he un- 
dertook his most famous assign- 
ment. 

There at Bikini, in July 1946, 
he supervised the first atomic 
bomb tests against naval vessels. 
The knowledge gained from the 
experiment was called essential 
to the study of modern naval 
warfare. 

Blandy was born June 28, 
1890, in New York City. He at- 
tended the University of Dela- 
ware and was appointed to the 
Naval Academy. 

While at , Blandy 
won many awards, and was 
graduated honor man of his 
class. 

He served on the battleship 
Florida through World War I. 
During the next 20 years, he 
performed a great many func- 
tions on both land and sea. 

His seagoing career in those 
years consisted of duty aboard 
the battleship New Mexico, serv- 
ice as gunnery officer with de- 
stroyer squadrons in the western 
Pacific and Atlantic, and com- 
mand of the experimental bat- 
tleship Utah. 

In between he put in hitches 
in the Philippines and Brazil 
and built a record as one of the 
Navy’s top ordnance specialists. 

Blandy saw plenty of action 
during World War II. He com- 
manded an amphibious task 
force during the attack of Pel- 
eliu and Anguar in the Palau 
islands and later headed a sup- 
port group in the pre-invasion 
assaults against Iwo Jima and 
other islands near Okinawa. 

He became chief of the spe- 
cial weapons division after the 
war and when the Bikini tests 
were over, he took command of 
a task force in the Atlantic. He 
was named commander in chief 
of the Atlantic fleet and pro- 
moted to full admiral in 1947. 
He retired from active duty in 
February 1950.

Gift From John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. in Campaign to 
Set Up Endowment.

NEW YORK, Jan. 12—A gift 
of $1,000,000 by John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. to the divinity school 
of Harvard University was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Members of the committee 
which is raising a fund to re- 


vitalize the school viewed Rocke- 
feller’s action as both a power- 
ful stimulus to the campaign and 
as a timely 
dence toward offsetting criticism | 
of the university arising from 
recent loyalty inquiries. 


In making the gift, Rockefeller | 
wrote to Dr. Nathan K. Pusey, 
president of the university, that 
Dr. Pusey’s “profound belief in 
the underlying importance of the 
spiritual life promises to have 
far-reaching influence on educa- 
tion in this country.” 


Prior to Rockefeller’s gift, $1,- 
500,000 of a $5,000,000 goal for 
the divinity school had been 
raised. The drive was begun in 
1952 under the presidency of Dr. 
James B. Conant. It has been 
vigorously supported by Dr. 
Pusey, who said that “Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s aid and encouragement 
make us more determined than 
ever to go forward here at Har- 
vard with the effort to strength- 
en the influence of religion in 
education and in the life of our 
nation.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 12. 
HREE or four friends were 
at dinner one evening dur- 
ing the baseball meetings 
in Phoenix, Ariz., last winter.

“most valuable” player in 
1947. The steaks were prime, 
the conversation pleasantly 
idle. 

“I met an old ball player 
around the hotel this after. 
noon,” Elliott said. “At lest, 


I think he played ball. Name 
of Faber. Red Faber. Didn't 
he pitch?” 


At least one sirloin lost 
some of its succulence. All 
of a sudden, one diner felt 
inexpressibly ancient, unequal 
to further attacks upon a 
young man’s vittles. Holy 
mackerel! There was scarcely 
any known reckoning . how 
many games he personally 
had seen Red Faber pitch. 
And here was a ballplayer, 
a veteran of 14 major league 
seasons, who wasn’t quite sure 
he'd ever heard of the guy. 

This didn’t constitute sin- 
ful ignorance on Elliott's part. 
In 1933, which was the last of 
Faber’s 20 seasons with the 
White Sox, Bob was a 16-year- 
old in San Francisco, more 
interested in the fortunes of 
his own sandlot companions 
and the progress o2 the Seals 
in thé Pacific Coast League, 
than in reading about legen- 
dary figures in a far-off place 
called Chicago. Six years 
were to pass before Elliott 
would become a big leaguer, 
and by 1939 Urban Faber was 
long gone. 

Just the same, the feeling 
of shock was strong. The 
years do wing by. Here, wait- 
er, let’s have a bowl of gruel. 


Youth Is Served. 


HE incident was recalled 
T recently when a ballot ar- 

rived for the annual elec- 
tion of candidates for base- 
ball’s Hall of Fame. A tabula- 
tion of last year’s vote ,was 
enclosed. Two players were 
chosen last winter, Dizzy Dean 
and Al Simmons named on 75 
per cent of the ballots. Need- 
ing a minimum of 198 votes, 
Urban Faber got nine, the 
Same number cast for Bur- 
leigh Grimes, Charley Grimm 
and the old Pittsburgh pitcher, 
Wilbur Cooper. 

The list demonstrates once 
again how swiftly time passes 
and how dim grow a player's 
chances of election unless he 
has heavy support in the first 
few years following his re- 
tirement.

1948. Unless he has received 


100 or more votes in‘a previ- 


ous election—like Bill Terry, 
Bill Dickey, Rabbit Maran- 
ville, Dazzy Vance, Ted Lyons, 
Joe DiMaggio, Chief Bender 
and Gabby Hartnett—a candi- 
date may not have played, 
managed, coached or umpired 
anywhere in organized ball 
within the last five years. A 
minimum of 10 years mem- 
bership in the Baseball 
Writers’ Association is re- 
quired to vote. 


The Crowded Doorstep. 


ELL, Faber's career ex- 
W tended well into the pre- 

scribed era, but the only 
eligible voters who covered 
his games are writers of 20 
years’ experience. As their 
number dwindles, so do the 
chances of a guy like Faber. 

Yet here was a guy for 
whom John McGraw offered 
Charles Comiskey $50,000 be- 
for he'd pitched a ball in the 
big leagues. (Acquired by the 
White Sox from Des Moines 
after the 1913 season, Faber 
joined the touring party that 
McGraw and Comiskey took 
around the world that winter, 
and McGraw made the offer 
after the red head had pitched 
in'a few exhibitions.) Three 
times in his 20 Chicago sea- 
sons, Faber won more than 20 
games, and he kept his white 
stockings white through the 
world series of 1919. 

Not that Faber’s is an iso- 
lated case. He is mentioned 
here only as an example. In 
the tabulation of last year’s 
votes, there are many names 
near the bottom that ought to 
be much higher—Grimes and 
Chick Hafey and Babe Her- 
man and Travis Jackson and 
Art Nehf and Earle Combs 
and the indestructible short- 
stop, Everett Scott. 

Many who merit a place in 
the Hall of Fame won't ever 
make it. That isn’t true, for- 
tunately, of fellows 
Dickey, Maranville, Terry, 
Lyons and Bender, who have 
missed thus far by relatively 
narrow margins.

SCHUMAN SAYS 
FRENCH FEAR US. 
MAY QUIT EUROPE 


Predicts Paris Will 
Eventualy Ratify EDC 
Because “There Is no 
Alternative.’ 


PARIS, Jan. 12 (AP)—Robert 
Schuman, former French foreign 
minister, said today the French 
public fears America’s withdraw- 
al from the continent more than 
any possible German-American 
alliance. 

Speaking to a luncheon meet- 
ing of the Anglo-American Press 
Association, the man who fath- 
ered the steel and coal commu- 
nity which bears his name pre- 
dicted that France eventually 
will ratify the six-nation Euro- 
pean Defense Community treaty 
as well. 

“There fs no other solution to 
the problem of German rearma- 
ment. There is no alternative,” 
he said, adding: 

“In popular sentiment through- 
out France today there is much 
more a fear that the Americans 
will retreat to a so-called peri- 
phezal strategy than there is any 
fear about some future possible 
bilateral arrangement between 
Washington and Bonn whereby 
the Germans would take a fa- 
vored position in American 
policy.” 

He said too many people re- 
member the disaster for Europe 
and ‘for France of a _ similar 
American policy in 1919 when, 
after the treaty of Vergailles, the 
United - States refused to take 
any part in European affairs. 

In answer to a question, he 
said United States Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles did 
right in telling France recently 
that a rejection of the EDC 
would force Washington tnto an 
“agonizing reappraisal” of 
American European policy in- 
volving the possible withdrawal 
of American troops. 

“Among friends one should 
tell the truth in all sincerity and 
frankness,” said Schuman. “Mr. 
Dulles was speaking as a friend. 
Frenchmen must be free to 
make their decision, but they 
must also take into account what 
is at stake and realize the full 
consequences of their decision.”

Speaks Up 


Prophecy and Fact 
| By Adele Starbird 


t THE days of slavery, I suppose every big sugar planta- 
tion of Martinique had at least one aged Negro woman 
“who claimed prophetic powers. And they naturally told 
the young daughters of their masters that they were des- 


att 


tined to be queens. That 
at least is a possible expla- 
nation of the fantastic 
story which I have read 
in reputable histories—al- 
ways with a little.dose of 
skepticism, because it is 
really too romantic. 

One girl was told she 
would be almost a queen, 
another that, though 
veiled, she would be more 
powerful than a queen, 
and a third that she would 
be more than a queen. 

That was prophecy. 
This is fact, verifiable in 
any history. Franchoise 
d’Aubigne, granddaughter 
of the famous French poet, 
was brought to Martinique 
as a child, A plaque on 
the island commemorates 
her sojourn here. (I want- 
ed to visit the spot, but my driver insisted the road was 
“impracticable.”) The girl returned to France, married at 
14 the invalid poet Scarron, after his death became gov- 
erness to the children of the King, received from him the 
title and property of Maintenon, married and completely 
dominated him. She didn't reign; she ruled. She was 
“almost a queen.” 


DEAN STARBIRD 
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THE SECOND, whose name I've forgotten, was on a 
ship bound for France, captured by pirates, sold in Turkey, 
became the Sultan’s favorite, influenced European politics, 
and was “though veiled, more powerful than a queen.” 

The third was Josephine de Tascher de la Pagerie. The 
daughter of a rich and noble family, she was sent to 
France at 16 to finish her education and married a vicomte, 
who was guillotined during the Terror. While in prison 
awaiting her own execution, she assured her fellow prison- 
ers that she would be spared because she still had to fulfill 
the prophecy that she would be “more than a queen.” 

And one day she saw a woman enter the courtyard of 
the prison. The woman touched her dress (“robe” in 
French) picked up a stone (“pierre” in French) and drew 
her finger across her throat. Josephine understood the 
pantomime: Robespierre, the blood-thirsty tyrant, had him- 
self been guillotined. 

, 

THREE YEARS LATER Josephine was married to 
Napoleon. Another eight years and she stood beside him 
in the cathedral of Notre Dame in Paris, before Pope Pius 
VII. The Pope crowned Napoleon Emperor of the French, 
and was about to crown Josephine. Napoleon took the 
diadem from the Pope, and turning to Josephine, himself 
placed the jeweled crown on her head. She was Empress 
of the French. She was “more than a queen.” 

The new sovereigns were both islanders. Napoleon 
was from the island of Corsica; he spoke French with such 
a markedftalian accent that his court ridiculed and 
mimicked him—behind his back, of course. Josephine was 
from the island of Martinique. Did they remember on 
that day another islander, a Negro from Haiti, who had 
died miserably just the year before in a French fortress, 
the victim of the vilest treachery on the part of Napoleon, 
with Josephine’s complicity? 

Napoleon hated Toussaint; they say he saw in him a 
“black caricature of himself.” He hated, however, all Ne- 
groes. He had stripped Gen. Dumas of his rank, simply 
because he was a mulatto. And the beautiful Creole from 
Martinique, the daughter of slaveholders, naturally did not 
sympathize with Toussaint, the liberator of Haiti. 

* 

NAPOLEON GATHERED TOGETHER a great army 
and sent it out to Haiti to crush Toussaint. Sixty thousand 
Frenchmen were killed; the Haitiens lost 150,000, but they 
were undefeated. 

Then Napoleon tried guile. The letters giving his in- 
structions may be seen today in Paris; they are in his own 
handwriting. 

Tousaint’s generals were bought off. Toussaint was 
invited to attend a peace conference. He was alone with 
Gen. Brunet, his opponent. Soldiers rushed in and took 
him prisoner. He was shipped to France, where he lived 
only one year in captivity. That was in 1803. 

But he had the last word, as martyrs so often do. 
Rochambeau, in Haiti, was forced to give up the conquest 
and sail away. Napoleon threatened, but he never sent 
out another army. Haiti was free. 

Within 10 years, it was Napoleon who knew the bitter- 
ness of captivity, who was to die a prisoner—on an island, 
as he had been born on an island. But before that hap- 
pened, the lovely Empress had been repudiated and di- 
vorced, she who was more than a queen for a few years.

HEN a child finds anything, whether it is valuable or 
W not, he should be taught to hand it over to the nearest 
person in authority—teacher, parent, policeman.

A child’s conscience is built up by the teacher and his 
parents. 

So if your little one should bring home something he 
admires, ask him questions about it. Get the facts. If he re- 
peats the offense a third time, it is clear that he is pilfering 
and he must be made to understand once and for all that it 
is very wrong. 

As he goes on his daily rounds, a child is likely to find 
something, and it will not always be a toy or some trifle he 
covets. It may be something lost by a man or woman and 
the youngster’s only interest in it is probably merely the 
pleasure’ of having discovered it.

ON OCCASION a teacher, or a neighbor, may report 
that a child has taken something that does not belong to 
him. A mother should not defend her youngster without 
being aware of what really happened... She should not de- 
clare with anger that her youngster wouldn’t do such a 
thing. She should listen calmly. The charge should be in- 
vestigated carefully and if it is determined that the report 
was correct, the mother should bide her time and then lec- 
ture the child, making him realize the seriousness of his

Different 
Sized Cans 


Are Puzzle 
By Edith M. Barber 


OST cooks admit to being 
puzzied by the variations in 
amounts contained in dif- 
ferent sizes of cans. “Why can't 
alk foods be packed in pound 
cans?” I was asked recently. 


Actually, if this were done, the 
cans would have to vary in size. 
Certain canned products, such 
as pork and beans, some meats, 
cranberry sauce and a few other 
foods stuffs have an approxi- 
mate weight of one pound. The 
can may be labeled “300.” 


Many. fruits and vegetables 
are packed in can “303” that 
may weigh 16 to 17 ounces. 
Others come in No. 2 cans that 
usually weigh one pound, four 
ounces. Then comes No. 214 
that will hold one pound, 13 
ounces. No wonder that cooks 
get a little mixed up. 


With experience, most of us 
know pretty well the measure- 
ment of the contents of the cans 
containing products we use often, 
The small eight-ounce cans hold 
approximately one cup. Con- 
densed soups supply one and 
one-quarter cups and are always 
diluted with an equal amount of 
liquid. No. 303 cans of fruits 
and vegetables hold about two 
cups, while No. 2 cans hold about 
two and two and one half cups, 
while No. 24% holds three cups. 


‘There just can’t be any con- 
sistency! We will just have to 
struggle along. This is not too 
hard when we consider what 
good products are packed in 
cans nowadays. 


Winter Succotash. 


One pound can whole kernel 
corn; one 8-ounce can lima beans; 
one 8-ounce can green beans; 
one medium-sized onion, sliced; 
42 cup cream. salt, pepper. 


Heat vegetables in the liquor 
from the cans. Leave uncovered, 
and allow some of the liquid 
to evaporate. Add cream, season 
to taste with salt and pepper, 
and heat thoroughly. Serve in 
sauce dishes. Yield: six servings.

Bottle Babies 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


F you have a normal full-term infant, recent studies show 
Je will grow as well as maybe even a little better on 
bottle feeding than on breast feeding alone. He won't 
have any more illness with clean, careful bottle feeding and 
he will crawl and walk as soon as the breast-fed infant. 
This is contrary to the general impression among some 
physicians and many parents. A number of studies confirm 
it, the most recent being that by Drs. Alice Stewart and 
Celia Westropp of Oxford University, England. They studied 
580 babies for a year, of which 142 were weaned from the 
breast in the first month and an additional 184 were weaned 
in the second or third month. The growth of these infants 
was compared with the growth of the other 235 who were 
breast-fed for five months or longer.

THERE WAS no real difference in the development of 
the bones and the teeth in the breast-fed versus bottle-fed 
infants. Nor was there any real difference in the number 
of head colds or intestinal upsets in the bottle-fed versus 
the breast-fed infants. 

In fact, their study suggests that the number of head 
colds a baby had in the first year depended upon how many 
school-age brothers and sisters he had rather than upon 
how he was fed. Those babies in small households with no 
school children had the fewest head colds. 

The recent British studies confirm other studies of 263 
babies attending the Harvard Child Health Survey, 417 
infants who regularly attended welfare clinics in Minnesota, 
and several other similar studies. They all show that bottle 
babies are actually a little heavier at the end of their first 
year and have not suffered from any more illness than the 
breast-fed youngsters. 

k & ® 

THE HARDIHOOD of bottle babies depends upon great 
care being used in mixing their formula, sterilizing the 
bottles, nipples, and other such hygienic measures which 
were carefully done with the babies under study. 

Nor do any of these studies contradict the idea that 
breast milk is essential for tiny infants, for prematures, or 
for those who are weak and sickly at birth. They have 
enough of an uphill battle to live without imposing any 
extra burden in the form of strange foods. Mother's milk 
is a more easily digested food for the weak infant than is 
cows’ milk. These studies refer only to babies who are 

normal-weight at birth. 
as. infants who are breast fed for half of their 
first year may be slightly underfed, according to these 
recent studies. This is suggested by their being a few ounces 
lighter in weight than the bottle babies. 

So, if you have a healthy infant and not enough breast 
milk, you really need not worry about giving your son or 
daughter a good start in life. He can get just ab good a 
start from bottle feeding as long as you Carefully follow 
the directions of your family doctor, pediatrician, or baby 


clinic.

Now Its ‘Modified Italian’ Hair-do 


Short Hair Is Here to Stay, Says Expert, but 'Tossed-Salad' Version Is on Its Way Out

HE “tossed salad” Italian 

hair-do is well on the way to 

being tossed out, and girls 
who pride themselves on cater- 
ing to fashion’s latest whim had 
best hurry to their favorite hair 
stylist for a judicious clipping. 


We have the word for this 
from none other than Mr. Terry, 
hair artist for the American Hair 
Design Institute, now on his 
annual visit to Scruggs-Vander- 
voort-Barney’s beauty salon. Mr. 
Terry (‘who is known by that 
name only, for reasons we shall 
explain later) is one of five men 
who work these things out for 
the Institute and, according to 
him, it was way past time for a 
change. ° 

“The first Italian cuts that 
came out a year ago were aw- 
ful,” he says frankly. “Shaggy 
and straggly—they looked the 
way a woman looks when she 
wakes up in the morning. The 
average person just didn’t go for 
them. Now we've gotten away 
from the fuzzy look, brought it 
down to a smoother, closer look. 
We're calling it the modified 
Italian hair-do.” 

In case men wonder how these 
momentous decisions are arrived 
at, it’s a pretty serious business. 
This year, for instance, the Insti- 
tute sent an artist to the Paris 
fashion showings to bring back 
sketches of the latest dress 
trends. Then the director and 
his five artists went to work de- 
signing hair styles to fit. 


“In September we had our 
clinic,” Terry explains. “The 
way we work is that each of us 
takes a model and styles her 
hair. Then we explain to the 
others why we fixed it that way 
and they all stand around and 
criticize our work. We go from 
one model to another that way. 
Often we say, ‘Well, here's 
where our friendship breaks,’ 
but we give our honest opinions. 
And, of course, we take the 
model’s opinion, too.” 

After the new styles have been 
agreed upon, Terry and his four 
fellow artists start on a tour 
around the country, designing in- 
dividual hair-dos for customers 
and explaining new methods to 
the stylists. Hair stylists, by the 
way, are hair dressers who have 
completed a certain number of 
years working on hair and have 
taken a special course from a 
hair artist. The stylist is not re- 
quired to be creative as is the 
artist. All clear? 

Terry’s touring is a rather 
pleasant pastime that takes him 
more often to Miami than St. 
Louis in mid-winter, and is one 
of the reasons he’s happy he 
decided on hair artistry as a 
career. He reached that career 
via a rather circuitous route. 
After he graduated from high 
school in New York, he played 
semi-pro football, and then be- 
came a cooking demonstrator 
and salesman, one of those fel- 
lows who cooks a complete meal 
in your home and then sells you 
the pots and pans. Some friends 
of his owned a beauty salon and 
he used to spend a lot of time 
around there. 

“They were always after me to 
go into the business but I 
thought I was too big for it,”- 
he says. “But it fascinated me, 
the things they could do with 
hair, and I'd watch them, some-

times work with them. Finally 
I decided to give it a try and 
I’ve never been sorry one day.” 

Except for three years in the 
Air Force, Terry worked his way 
up from private salon to the big 
time, and found he loved the 
work which might drive some 
men mad. 

“I’ve had people ask me, ‘How 
can you stand it, being around 
women all day long?’” he says. 
“I tell them, ‘It’s simple, I like 
women.’” 

“And,” adds Catherine Dupree, 
manager of the Vandervoort 
salon, “he has a way with 
them.” 

“I don't try to force styles on 
a customer,” Terry admits. 
“Often a customer says, ‘I'd like 
my hair like So-and-so’s in that 
movie,” and she describes a 
beautiful actress when she her- 
self is five by five.

HERE would seem to be a 
T very far cry between the 
blacksmith’s forge and the 
forging of a check! Nevertheless, 
these are the same word. 

“The “forge” which is the 
workshop of the blacksmith goes 
back to the Latin “favor,” a 
smith. The verb, “to forge,” is 
from “fabricare,” to form, to 
make. However, the same root 
that gives us the first “forge” 
is behind this. It is by slightly 
different paths that both appear 
in English. That is, the smith 
was originally one who made 
something! 

The special interest here is in 
how “forging,” which signifies 
making a product, beating it into 
shape, producing, framing, form- 
ing, should have gotten into the 
bad company of the counter- 
feiter. First of all, it is of inter- 
est to find “to forge” at one 
time synonymous with “to coin.” 
This meaning is now obsolete. 
However, it takes us to the 
threshold of what we are seek- 
ing. The forged check is one 
bearing a false signature. 

One way to explain the evolu- 
tion of a term meaning “to 
make” into “to make falsely,” 
is to consider how the same 
occurrence takes place with the 
word “fabricate.” To fabricate is 
to make somethingf; it is also 
to tell a lie. The same extension 
in meaning took place with 
“forge.”

South’s leap to four clubs over 
the one-no-trump opening was 
the Gerber Convention, looking 
for aces. When North announced 
three aces by responding with 
four no-trump, South decided to 
go all-out for the grand slam— 
and it should have been lucky 
for his side that he chose seven 
spades rather than seven no- 
trump. 


West opened his top club. 
South drew trumps, discarded a 
diamond on dummy’s third club, 
cashed one high heart to see 
whether the queen would drop, 
then went to dummy with a dia- 
mond and took the heart finesse. 
It lost, and South then had to 
listen while North delivered an 
oration about “reckless and 
greedy bidding.” 

Both North and South would 
have been considerably happier 
if South had played the grand- 
slam contract to the best advan- 
tage. This is how the play should 
be conducted: 


South should draw trumps, 
cash the ace and king of hearts, 
then lead the club ten to the 
queen and discard the low heart 
—not the diamond—on dummy’s 
third club. Now lead the heart 
jack. If East started with Q- 
x-x in hearts, the queen appears 
and of course South ruffs, set- 
ting up the ten in dummy. How- 
ever, he also ruffs the third 
heart if East plays low—thus 
succeeding if West originally had 
Q-Xx-X, as was the case. This line 
of play, moreover, takes care of 
an original Q-x of hearts, held 
by West, whereas the straight 
finesse loses to that combination.
